In  relation  to  what  passed  heiween  U9,  with  re- j 
f>nrd  to  the  lendetn-y  of  Universnlisin,  a  won!  will 
bullice.  Your  remarks  led  me  to  ask  if  you  would 
i:ot  rather  be  a  slave  than  a  slaveholder,  even 
though  you  believed  there  was  no  hell,  in  the  next 
world,  to  punis!i  you  for  the  crime  of  bolding  your 
fellow  man  in  bomlage?  No  answer  seemed  to 
be  forthcoming,  and  the  rjuestion  was  repeated. — 
Finding  not  even  a  miraculous  w  ay  of  escape,  you 
unblushingly  answered,  no.  Now  sir,  w  hut  did  ; 
you  say  in  thus  exjtressing  yourself?  Why  you' 
said  that  if  you  were  not  afraid  of  being  sent  to  hell 
for  it,  you  wouhl  rather  do  wrong  than  sulTer  w  rong,  i 
You  would  rather  inflict  an  ii jury  than  receive 
one.  In  short,  if  you  believed  there  was  no  hell 
to  punish  the  wicktd,  in  a  future  world,  you  would 
rather  mitrag^ your  conscience,  harden  your  heart, 
stain  vour  soul  with  the  blackest  guilt,  turn  traitor 
to  God  and  hu.Tianiiy,  and  inflict  the  deepest  injury 
on  your  fellow  man,  than  sutler  innocently  from 
the  bands  of  another.  l.s  this  your  religion  ?  If 
so,  ‘  Thou  hast  neither  pan  nor  lot  in  the  glorious 
Gospel  kingdom,  for  thy  heart  is  not  right  in  the 
sight  of  God.’  Ilepent  therefore  of  this  thy  wick¬ 
edness,  and  pray  God  if  the  thought  ot  thine  heart  | 
may  be  lorgiven  thee.  For  I  perceive  that  thou' 
art  in  the  gall  of  bitterness  and  in  the  bonds  of  in- , 
iqirity.  How  soon  will  the  world  be  converted  to’

than  abuse,  and  insult,  and  cover  with  degrading  , 
shame,  that  noble  spirit,  which  God  has  given  tOj 
every  man,  that  cries  out  against  rioting  in  extrav¬ 
agance  and  ease,  on  the  fruits  ufothers  toil,  by  sub- , 
jeciing  his  fellow  man  to  abject  bondage,  would  | 
•jrag  out  his  life  beneath  the  lash  of  the  most  blood  | 
lliirsty  slavelioldirg  tyiont  on  the  whole  face  of, 
God’s  earth  ?  Glad  to  be  relieved  from  the  task  of' 
rationally  convincing  me  of  the  truth  of  your  doc- 1 
trine,  you  made  an  appeal  to  my  fears. 

Thinking,  peihaps,  that  my  mind  was  not  tho-  | 
roughly  healed  of  the  lacerating  eflects  of  the  early  i 
impressions  that  had  nearly  destroyed  its  powers,  j 
you  concluded,  by  appealing  to  my  fears,  you  , 
could  accomplish  your  object.  But  here,  also,  I  | 
was  prepared  for  you.  From  the  moment  that  l' 
took  the  advice  of  the  members  of  yo'ircourch,  io| 
drive  from  my  thoughts  the  subject  of  liell  torment. ; 
(the  best  they  ever  gave  me.)  and  began  to  view  | 
the  Almighty  through  his  works,  these  fearful  im- ' 
pressions  began,  gradually,  and  almost  im|)ercep- 
tibly  to  leave'my  mind.  And  though  they  are  not, 
and  probably  never  will  be  entirely  erased,  I  am 
happy  to  believe  they  wdll  not  again  triumph  over 
Hiy  reason.  Failing  here  also,  you  touched  another 
coni.  And  here  sir,  I  confess  you  came  very  near 
Ireing  successful.  Not  successful  in  convincing 
riM  and  reconciling  me  to  your  doctrine,  but  in 
tbruiving  me;  agMn  upon  the  rack. 


A  sister,  whose  happiness  was  as  dear  to  me  as  I' 
my  own  life,  had  long  been  a  prey  to  the  devouring 
worm  of  your  creed.  For  years  she  had  hugeed  | 

I  to  her  bosom  the  deceitful  lie  that  peace  of  mind 
I  could  be  secured  by  an  abject  servile  obedience  to 
the  arbitrary  commands  of  a  tyrannical  God;  and 
in  case  of  failure,  as  fail  she  did,  she  must  sink  to 
the  regions  ofunending,  layless  night.  Pining,  in. 
silence  and  in  sorrow,  under  the  soul  crushing  in- , 
fluence  of  that  dreailful  delusion,  till  her  aching' 
heart  could  no  longer  conceal  its  grief,  her  young 
spirit  yielded  like  a  broken  reed  to  the  shock. — 
Though  separated  from  her  by  the  distance  of  a 
hundreil  miles,  I  gathered  from  her  letters  that  a  . 
secret  sorrow  was  preying  upon  her  heart,  and  I 
guessed  the  cause.  Knowing,  from  biiter  experi- 1 
ence,  what  an  aversion  ihere  is  in  the  hopeless' 
mind  to  making  others  acquainted  with  the  cause  i 
of  the  anguish  ihat  they  cannot  relieve  or  mitigate,  j 
I  carefully  studied  to  prepare  the  way  to  gain  her' 
confidence.  1 

Finding,  at  last,  that  though  God  had  deserted 
^  her.  (as  she  supposed,)  there  was  one  who  could  j 
and  would  sympathize  with  her,  and  that  one  a 
brother,  who  had  long  groped  in  darkness,  as  im- 1 
penetrable  as  her  own  starless  night,  she  acquaint¬ 
ed  me  with  the  cause  of  the  grief  that  she  could  no: 
longer  restrain.  I  immediately  wrote  her  to  return  | 
home  without  delay.  She  came.  And  to  one; 
who  had  felt  the  deep  thrust  of  the  tw'o-edged  dag¬ 
ger  of  despair,  her  countenance  sfioke  volumes, 
that  words  were  twj  feeble  to  express.  For  a  long 
time  my  efliirts  to  amuse  her  from  that  fearful  stale 
into  which  the  soul  that  has  given  up  all  for  lost,  I 
sinks,  without  making  an  etrori  to  rise,  were  una- 1 
vailing.  The  wound  that  had  been  inflicted  was! 
loodeep.  The  iron  had  entered  her  soul.  Reason  ( 
siill  held  sway  over  the  empire  of  her  mind,  and  I 
would  not  abandon  the  control  of  its  powers.  No  i 
wild  ravings  or  scarcely  a  murmur  escaped  from! 
her  lips.  But  her  bodily  powers  were  fast  giving 
way,  and  she  stood  on  the  verge  of  the  grave,  the 
victim  of  hopeless  despair. 

I  could  tell  her,  from  my  own  experience,  all' 
that  she  felt;  and  an  occasional  smile  that  for  a 
single  instant  lit  up  her  countenance,  told  me  that;' 
the  faint  glimmerings  of  a  distant  hope  had  visited  !; 
her  mind.  Bur  these  evidences  of  returning  hope  I 
1  were  ‘few  and  far  between.’  And,  in  view  of  her' 
slender  constitution,  and  her  slight  hold  on  life,  the  i 
prospect  ofits  ever  reviving  in  this  world  was  faint  j 
I  indeed.  But  He  who  ’tempers  the  wind  to  the' 
isitornlamb’  drove  back  tbs  powers  of  darkness,  I 
'  and  corirmanded  light  to  shine.  Thank  God,  and' 
not  the  devil,  as  you  are  pleased  to  have  it,  thei 
bloom  of  slow  ly  returning  health  rests  upon  her 
cheek,  and  the  gentle  dove  of  peace  nestles  in  her 
bosom. 

You  were  aware  that  through  my  means  the 
doctrine  of  endless  sufl'ering  was  relaxing  its  iron  | 
grasp  on  the  mind  nf  that  sister.  And  not  content  i 
j  with  seeking  to  arouse  my  fears  in  regard  to  rny  I 
«)wn  safely,  with  a  mournful  expression  of  cour.te- j 
i  nance,  and  equally  mournful  lone  of  voice,  you  re-  j 
rnarkeil  that  1  had  doubtless  been  the  means  ofj 
bringing  a  false  peace  to  her  mind,  that  would  re- ' 
suit  in  her  eternal  damnation.  Fur  this  1  was  not ! 
prepared  ;  and  it  went  like  a  dagger  m  my  heart,  j 
;  I  had  sought  her  happiness  alone.  No  other  mn- 
'  live  had  prompted  a  word  of  the  instruction  or  ad¬ 
vice  that  1  had  given  her.  I  was  then  sufficiently 
established  to  risk  my  own  happiness  on  the  truth 
'  of  the  d(M;iiine  of  impartial  grace.  But  the  thought 
!  of  there  being  the  least  |M>ssibiliiy  of  endangering 
her  future  safely  brought  me  to  a  stand.  You

and  determined  to  follow  up  your  advantage.-— 
With  a  heartless  disregard  of  my  feelings,  which 

I  you  knew  were  bleeding  from  the  wound  you  had 
inflicted,  you  pressed  that  burning  chalice  to  my 
lips  and  made  me  drink  the  maddening  draught.. 
And  when  a  friend,  who  had  sought  and  gained 
admission  to  rny  room,  alarmed  at  mv  appearance, 
went  and  begged  of  you,  in  God’s  name,  lo  press 
the  matter  no  farther,  at  least  for  the  present,  you 
replied,  in  substance,  that  I  might  belter  become 
an  inmate  of  the  lunatic  asylum  than  become  an 
inma'te  of  hell.  May  God  forgive  you  sir— and 
though  I  cannot  forget  you,  I  harbor  no  feelings  of 

j  ill  will  against  you  ;  but  would  be  glad  to  see  you 
prosperous  and  happy,  if  that  prosperity  and  hap¬ 
piness  is  not  secured  at  the  expense  of  the  happi¬ 
ness  of  others. 

I  leel  no  delicacy  sir,  in  letting  this  matter  come 
before  the  public.  Had  loss  of  property,  disap¬ 
pointment  in  worldly  schemes,  or  sordid  selfishnesa 
•  in  any  shape  caused  a  depression  of  spirits,  that 
had  threatened  the  overthrow  of  my  reason,  I 
should  shrink  from  having  it  meet  the  public  gaze. 
But  taking  all  the  circumstances  into  consideration, 

I I  should  detest  myself  if  it  had  not  wrought  upon 
my  mind  nearly  as  it  did.  Determined  to  retrace 
my  steps,  and  see,  if  in  my  investigation  1  had 
overlooked  any  important  points  that  would  be 
likely  to  turn  the  scale  the  other  way.  I  shut  my- 

I'self  up  in  my  room,  receiving  instruction  from 
none  but  yourself.  And  when  1  at  last  broke  from 
;  your  grasp  and  determined  toirust  to  the  evidences 
that  1  could  not  resist,  and  informed  you  nf  the  fact, 
you  gave  me  the  comforting  ass'irance  that  the 
spirit  had  left  me,  and  in  all  probability  it  would 
!  never  call  on  me  again.  It  is  possible  that  in  all 
I  this  you  verily  thought  you  was  doing  God's  ser¬ 
vice.  In  mercy  lo  your  feelings,  for  the  deep  remorse 
that  you  must  yet  feel,  if  you  did  not.  1  hope  you 
did.  And  for  the  honor  of  humanity  1  would  ra- 
'  iher  believe  that  you  were  urged  on  by  a  blind 
zeal,  for  your  failing  cause,  than  that  you  acted 
from  motives  of  cool  deliberate  villany.  But  thank 
heaven  the  chain  is  broken  and  I  am  free.  Never 
again  shall  the  fetters  of  any  creed  uridcr  heaven 
bind  me.  Free  as  the  unshackled  wind  that  sweeps 
over  valley  and  hill,  shall  be  my  thoughts;  and  the 
sentiments  of  my  heart  will  I  fearlessly  utter,  un¬ 
restrained  by  the  influence  of  party  or  sect.
